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OLD AGE CONTRACTOR 
WANTS $17,000 


The Roberto Construction Co. 
Inc. of Wakefield has present- 
ed a claim of $17,020.70 to 
the Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity, for work done during the 
construction of the Old Age 
Housing project, on Deming Way 
and also for the Community 
House. 

Part of the claim constitutes 
money that has been held in 
escrow, pending settlement of 
differences, and part consti- 
tutes claims over and above 
the contracted price. 
Robertos claims were heard 
Tuesday night, by four of the 
members of the authority, in a 
hearing that lasted nearly 
three hours. Chairman James P 
Donahue, Eddie Forrest, Fddie 
Sullivan and Ralph Peterson 
heard the claims presented by 
George Roberto, treasurer of 
the contracting firm and his 
attorney Robert Muse. Also 
present was John 0’ Connor, re- 
presenting the State Housing 
Board, whose rulings have, in 
part, served to complicate the 
understanding of the issues 
involved. 

Roofing Oontract 

The hearing was conducted 
strictly by parlimentary rules 
and a good deal of it was in- 
volving the work of a sub- 
contractor, the Bacon Roofing 
Company. 

The WHA had-refused to pay 
Roberto, as General Contractor 
a sum of $7295 due on the 
roofing, alleging that the 
roofers used only two nails 
per shingle strip, instead of 
the six nails called for in 
the contract, and that in o- 
ther respects the contract was 
not fulfilled. 

Bacon sued Roberto for this 
money, last fall, which resul- 
ted in a decision several 
weeks ago, in which $300 was 
deducted from the contract 
price. Housing Authority mem- 
bers have stated that they 
thought the damages too small. 
At the same time there is a 
dispute about the gutters, 
made of metal. Part of the 
dispute arose from differences 
between two unions employed on 
the project, masons and roof- 
ers, which in turn has become 


part of the dispute with the 
General Contractor. 
Roberto, Tuesday night, al- 
though denying that he was at 
fault, agreed to send a work- 
man up to solder the gutters 
at his own expense, in order 
to settle the dispute. The 
cost was estimated at $60. 
An additional claim is being 
presented however, for $877.60 
for interest on monies due the 
Bacon company, a claim at 
which the Housing Authority 
seemed to balk, Tuesday night. 
Other Interest Charges 
Roberto had also presented a 
claim for interest charges on 
a $56,000 loan for one year at 
6%, which was the subject of 
some discussion. 
Roberto was not paid the mo- 
ney due him for constructing 
the Community House until af- 
ter a year or more had passed, 
according to the conversation 
Tuesday night, and had been 
forced to go out and borrow 
money. 
When asked by Housing Author- 
ity Melvin Levine why he had 
not included the interest in 
the bills he submitted at the 
completion of the contract Ro- 
berto had little to say, at 
first, 
Later, in reviewing actions 
of the State Housing Board, he 
remembered that in contracts 
(not in Wilmington) interest 
charges had been made, and had 
been paid, by the State Board, 
and he explained that he felt 
justified in presenting such a 
Claim because of his long wait 
for his money. 
As he explained it to Levine, 
‘I had a change of heart’ 
Kitchen Cabinets 
Mother part of the claim is 
for $3200 for additional cabi- 
nets in the kitchens of the 40 
apartments in the project. 
There were several contro- 
versial items concerning the 
kitchen cabinets, as the con- 
versation continued. 
Originally it had been plan- 
ned to have a different mater- 
ial, but there was a change 
order, It was also stated, in 
the contract that the cabinets 
had to be approved by the Au-

NORMAN BUCK TO RETIRE 
AS PROVOST OF YALE 

Norman S Buck, provost of 
Yale University for the past 
three years, and a member of 
the faculty for 41 years, will 
retire June 30. He will con- 
tinue, however, to work with 
the Building Committee for the 
next year before complete re- 
tirement. He is looking for- 
ward to a trip abroad in 1962, 
plans to spend his retirement 
years in Vermont in summer and 
Florida in winter. 

A native of Wilmington, Mr 
Buck was Valedictorian of Wil- 
mington High School Class of 
1909, and received his bache- 
lor of arts degree from Yale 
in 1913, (Philip Buzzell, who 
was Valedictorian of WH S 
Class of 1908, took a post- 
graduate year, entered Yale 
and received his degree there 
in the same class with Mr 
Buck). 

In 1916 Mr Buck received his 
master of arts degree from the 
Syrian Protestant College in 
Beirut. He was named an In- 
structor of Economics at Yale 
in 1920, assistant professor 
in 1923, associate professor 
in 1928, and full professor in 
1930, 

He was freshman dean from 
1938 to 1954, and was master 
of Branford College, one of 
Yale’s undergraduate residen- 
tial colleges from 1943 to 
1959. He served as associate 
provost from 1953 until he be- 
came provost in 1958. 

In 1956 he received the 
Mory’s Cup, the annual award 
of the Mory’s Association for 
outstanding service to Yale.

WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
WILMINGTON'S PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


NATIONAL 


Perhaps we in Wilmington take our Department 
of Public Health for granted. How good it real- 
ly is was best illustrated a week ago last 
night, during a meeting in Salem. 

It was a meeting of the Northeastern Dis-— 
trict of Boards of Health, and during the 
conrse of the evening one public health offi- 
cial was praising the Public Health Department 
of Brookline, and saying in effect that it was 
not only very good, but unique in Massachusetts 

Gus Walker, Chairman of Wilmington's board 
challenged the speaker to mention anything that 
Brookline had that Wilmington did not. 

The speaker thought it was easy - he men- 
tioned a full time Public Health Officer, a 
complete Public Health Laboratory, periodical 
tests in restaurants, including "smears" on 
Glasses, examination of milk, etc. ete. 

Each and every time an item was mentioned 
Mr. Walker countered to the effect of "that's 
what we do in Wilmington". 

Which is a fact. Our Public Health Depart- 
ment is probably second to none in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

We don't know perticularly just what type of 
people may be on Brookline's Board of Health, 
but there too we need not bow to anyone. Our 
Board c msists of a lady with 12 years exper- 
ience in Social Work, a former Assistant Pro- 
fessor in Chemistry, now head of a department 
in Avco, and a practising Biologist. 

Which probably is second to none in the Com- 
monweal th of Massachusetts.
